Pro- 
fessor Ballinger will lecture at 
8 p.m, in Independence Auditori- 
um on “The South African Dilem- 
ma." This is the professor's first 
public lecture since joining the 
faculty at URL 

Mr, Ballinger received his Bach- 
elor of Arts degree from Rhodes 
University and his Master of Liter- 
ature from Cambridge University. 
He has taught at Oxford Univer 
sity and has been a senior lectu- 
rer (associate progessor) in his- 
tory at the University of Witwater- 
srand in Johannesburg, South 
Africa,

tion as possible, 

Probably foremost in the thoughts 
of most Germans—as most other 
nationalities—are peace and pro- 
gress, The Germany of today is 
a vital testimony to the energy, 
vitality and resourcefulness of a 
determined and dedicated people. 

The cities and towns of the new 
Germany are providing more of 
the necessities—as well as the nice- 
ties— of modern life, and the 
standard of living here is evidence 
that this country is striving for 
a better and more productive 
existence, 

In this way, “Germany seems 
much like the United States or 
Britain—certainly the appearances 
are similar to the traveler—but in 
taking her place in the family of 
nations Germany faces one diffi- 
culty we really cannot appreciate. 

Divided as she is, the free part 
of the country from the slave, Ger- 
many finds it very hard to have a 
“national” feeling, or a “national” 
sense ‘of determination. Indeed, 
someone has observed that there 
can be no Germany while there are 
two Germanys—one, the half of a 
nation; the other, the artifical 
nothingness of a brutally con- 
trolled police state, 

This is an intolerable situation 
to every German, regardless of 
what part of the country he lives 
in or is held prisoner. 

West Germany, beneath its 
healthy and bright facade of new 
and thriving industry, improved 
schools and government, rebuilt 
cities and national pride, and hap- 
py faces, is in reality a sad land. 
Sad because only those Germans 
living in the western Republic may 
enjoy the self-respect and indivi- 
dual freedom that is every man’s 
God-given right. 

No western German can really 
be happy with what he has while 
he knows that his counterpart on 
the other side of the concrete walls, 
barbed wire, and machine guns 
has nothing.
